All packing will be done neatly and with strict regard to the 
interest of the customer. Should any error occur, claim must be 
made immediately upon receipt of goods by customer. We agree 


|} to pack only according to our own methods of packing which meth- 


| ods vary as seasons change. If those who ship stock to us will 
pack according to our methods we will be entirely satisfied. After 
our stock leaves our care and control we will not be responsible for 
any damage to stock caused by heat or frost or any other cause 
whatsoever. 

Purchasers will please give shipping directions always. In case 
no sucn directions are sent with orders we will use our best judg- 
ment in the matter.
